The University of Olincis library was started in 1967 after the Board of 
Trustees appropriated $1000 for the purchase <f beoks. The firat tern of the 
University, called lllinc!s Indiustrial diwaly until 1665, opened on March 2, 
1668. During the winter before the opening, Dre John i, Gregory, the Regent, 
purchased 644 voluces in Hew York. 

The first collection of boows was housed in a rocitgtion roon behind the 
flegent's office ani later, when the oe: were outgrown, coved inte a larger 
roos on the second floor of the building in which all clartes ard officed were 
located, This building ws a five-story red brick structure situated on [nf- 
versity Averue at the north end of what was later known as Illinois Picld, The j 
bulldine and grounis were <iven to the University by Chaspalgn County. 

In 1873 the library was transferred to one large room on the second floor 
of the west wing of University Mall, fo office or workroom espace was provided 
for the Librarian or assistents until the sumer of 1893, when an office was 
made available, This effice was also used es 4 storerooa for the Susiness Agent 
and Segistrar and was poorly equipped for library work, in 1894, governnent 
Gocumente were soved to a glassed-in cage in the east wing cf University “all, 
and fros 1695 te 1697 a ferser physics laboratory on the secon’ floor was used 
a8 @ Yeading rooa, Construction of a separate ‘ibrary tuildins began in 1896 
and was vcoupied in Jeptender, 1297. 

Froa 1868 through 199% seven different meibers of the faculty served as 
Librarian in addition te saintaining teachin: schedules, “est of the routine 


work was of necessity carrie) on by student assistants, “r. Cleaves “ennett was 
appointed as full time Assistant in the Library in 1889 and remained in thet 
positien until 1094. In that year, Ur. Percy Mcknell becawe the first Librarian. 
whe had had previous experience, ‘i@ had been Assistant librarian of the Library 
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Company of Philadelphia from 1889 to 18%. tir. Bicknell resigned in 1997 and was 
‘succeeded by Aatharine Lucinda Sharp, the first professionally trained Librarian 
of the University. iss Sharp had been the first director of the «rumour Insti- 
tute Livrary Sehcol fron 1893 to 1897. That Library School cessed in 1097, and 
Miss Sharp organised a new one when she assused her duties at the University as 
lead Litrarian and professor of Library Zeoncay. os 

expenditures for books, pasphlets and periodicals were first made under the 
direction of a comitteo cn Library and Cabinets of the Soard of Trustees, The 
Regent for some years wes chaimman and made most of the purchases himself, with 
the advice of the dignthbvens faculty senders submitting lists of books nesded in 
their departments, The Negent, the Susiness Agent and the Litrarian éventually 
becase responsinle for apportionsent of furds and purchasing publications. Until 


1897, over $000 per annua wes never acpropristed for this purpose, so the collece 


tion caturally grow slowly. Sut it did grow out of bounds of any area available 
to house it. in 1897, the library contsined 30,100 volumes and 6, 350 paxphlets 
to transfor te the new building. .

CHapTaR I 
HOUSING TAS LIGRARY, 1697=1940 


The first separate Library tuilding constructed on the canpus of the 
University of ILinois was cecupied in the fll of 1097. The following 
description adapted fraa articles in issues cf the [jipk for Say 1, 1896, 
and Decerber 16, 1096, gave an ides of its most impressive features to tiose 
present for is opening 

The tuilding was Somenesque in style as for «s the conditions of the 
problea pernit ted. it was 113 feet by 167 feet in oxtrene dimensions, and the 
sast tower was 132 feet high. ‘fron « few feet above the level of the main 
comice the tower was entirely open betwesn the mullions and was the mest 
Anposing feature of the buildin. Tho roof was of clay tile of cherry red color 
ard gave a varied ami horsoniaing effect with the herd pink “inneseta sandstone 
with which the building was faced. : 

There wore three stories of the structure, the sidile one of shich contained 
the msin librory roous. The ertrance vestibule was eicht steps above the sround, 
and from thie point aearble stairesses led to the Library Moor and to the ground 
wor half-bsserent-—floor. The walls on cithor side of this entrance hall were 
ornamented by sarble arcades which supported the sealelrcul«r vaulted ceiling. 
The marble staircase landed directly oppesite the entrarce to the rotunda or 
delivery room, On either side were stairsays leading to the upper (loor, these 
being constructed of electro-bronzel iron and sarble, The floors of the vestie 
bule, oitrance hall, end stair hall, were of bewtifelly colcred marble sosaic,.

The rotunda was the sein architectural feature of the interior, extenling 
unbroken through the two upper stories, It was currournied by arcades around

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CHAPTER IL 
HO BADE THE POLICY ABD HOS IT GARR 


The bedy of regulation wiich @verns any institution crows through experi- 
mentation, precedent, and the utilizetion of the experience of siailar organi- 
gations. inthe case of a university library, it evolves throu formuletions 
by the director and his adviscry board, subject alvays to review, approval, dis 
approval or complete alteration by higher euthority, the Board of Trustees, The 
authority of the trustees is subject to review by the Legislature and the 
Gewernor, both of which frequently exercise more specific control than is perhaps 
generally iswsinei, This chapter is designed to trace the crosth of the regula 
tions governing toth the functions end operations of the Library. | 

At & meeting of the Goord of Trustess on Decesber 16, 1995, for the purpese 
of dotorntiting the library policy of the University, the following reccmendations 


were adopted: 


1. That all books, paiphlets, saps, ete. (other than account 
books), purchased with University acneys, shall be deased 
to belong to the University library. 


2. Theat all parts of the library eh:1l be in the custody of 
the Librarion and he gholl be responsible for the condi- 
ticn of the sans. 


3. That all reference books and all periodicals, savzazines, 

- and newspepers shell be sade as easy of access as practi- 
cable to all patrons of the library, ond thet no linite- 
tion not necessary to their preservation shall be placed

When Satharine L. sharp assuied the position of tae Nay Sentenber,

The laportanee of the role of the  .chate Comittee on the Library in the 
development of policy warrante a summary of ths general type of its activities. 

in his annuel report for 1907-05, the scting saaniabeens gave the first 
acoount of its activitics in ay detail. According to this secount, the hoard 
of Trustees fad a standing wuittce on the librery which wss the final authority 
in matters pertaining to the library, the building, ami the adzinistration. For 
over twenty yeare, however, it had never exercised its risht, but had turned 
over ite paver t 4 library comsittes composed of the resident of tue University, 
the Comptroller (formerly tie Gusinces anager), and the Librariam 

This comittee originated in the 1960's when it was the custon to have the 
President aid the Susi ness “anager on te Soard'’s stardine committees, “hen this 
custas was abolished in the later 1600's, it was foun] necessary to have sune 
authority on the ground in the intorin between Boord meotings, ond eo the funds 
each year were divided and ths questions of policy and adainistration settled by 
this library comsittee of threo, The sase committee was contimel by President 
Draper during his adainistretion, 

In 1905, an advisory library w@anittce as appointed by vote of the senate, 
which recomsended only on the assignsent of tunis. This eouittee met in 1906 
and 1907 for that purpose. | 

in October, 1907, the President pointed a committee fros the Senate to 
cons der and report on the method of assignment of library funds, and te make 
Suggestions on ths whole wetter of library organisation md sdhinistration, 

This coumittee re-crted to the Jenate on -pril 13, 1908, and the reoort was 
presented to the Soard and included in ite ainutes of Jpril 2%, 1908. 
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The Librarian wos a menber of the Senate ccmitteo, “and while urpuing 
for a smaller Senate standing committee on library adainistr-tion, and while 
favoring less supervision over the librarisn, the librarian gave his consent 
and vote for sich a committees being convinced that it is well muited te the 
uw iversity needs yb the present tie during the period of growth and develop- 
os, Being something less than o prophet, the Librarian contimed: "In 
leter years wien the growth shall be leas rapid and the administration more a 
matter for an exccutive, it say soa wise to change this faculty supervision and 
leave te librarian the unrestricted head of his departucnt. “ 

The Senate comittce's recomeniation was approved by the Soard of Trustees 
at a meeting held on June 9, 1903. The recomendation included the folioning

These passionate comsents no doubt were made without taking into considera 
tion the fact that the committees were formed after an investigation which no 
doubt, utilized the experience -{ other inaitutions in handling the sane problems, 
There is no later ovidence to indicate th:t in coners] the relations betaven the 
Librarian ani the two Senate comuittacs wore anything tut omicable and cutually 
resourceful. Though the President did not regulorly exercise his duties as a 
meaber of the Library Comittee, throughout its various ninauis is menberehip, 
it became and cortinued to be « useful functioning body. Its recomendations 
for division of the ennucl appropristions were repularly submitted to and dise 
posed of b~ the Comittee on ‘pportionzernt. The latte: body ssldom made any 
alterations in the recomendations sulmaitted to it. The Statutes of the Uni~ 
versity of 1926 provided only for the Senate Library Ceusittee, which, in sddi- 
tion to its former duties, afterward annually roporte? also the a portionsent of 
funde, The Librarian wes customrily elected Secretary.

exchanges; success or failure in precuring endowments; person lities, ability, 
ond interests of directors, advisers om the tesching faculty; extent ami type 
of public interest ond support.

The manner of the rether uncven growth of the library was evident in view 
of the fact that ezeh dqartsent had charge of tho selection of books in its own 
field. ilisited funds caused linited purcusing, ond the books bought were aleng 
the line of study and research pursued by och dea tucrt. ‘nequal developzert 
was the result, but snother result was that illinois built a« practicel working 
library boucht with the present needs of aE .. 

sfter the Graduate Sehool sus reoryanize?d in 1906, a special effort was 
made to develop certain fields for oroad research, and appropriate library pure 
chases worse encouraged by the siministration. 

She scquisition of acteriais ty purchase early ied to refinesents in the 
‘placesent of orders which would cseure the coc. complete coverage of the market. 
Specisi dealers wc concentreted in certain aibjects helped greatly in securing 
outeol=print. books which were sc essertiai to roundiny out the literature of a 
Sield, coxs were bought in every sort of way, as vest they wight be secured: 
through book sterus, library ajonts, seecnd—hend deslers, direct {rea publishers, 
ami expeditions of the part of professors—and ever by ‘residents of tee Unie 
versity in trevel abroad, «s was the csse in the purchase of the Grjber coliec= 
tion uy resident Jases when he was abrood in 1912. Large selections were made 
frou catalogs of secuniehusi bovis, and frequently a longdistenee bid by tale- 
phone or telegraph secura! valuable saterial. 

The flow of saterials auring sorid “ar 1 was considerably reduced, though at 
first it sas only with Cersony aa ustrie that there wes anything more sericus 
than mere delay. froas then the only seans of cetiing too's and periodicals wag by 
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medi, all other lines of freight end express being elacst entirely stopped. The 
French trade wis handicapped by the shortage in clerks, since ao mony had cone 
to the war. feriodicale in all countries, however, kept up regular puulication, 
but often in a greatly reduced size for exch isene, The “nglish trade suffered 
lesst; and shipments, both freight and aail, wore almost sia The Britieh 
sabasay iasved to the library « muabar of pernits for the importation of books 
fron Germany, axi by the end of 1916 four such shipments hed been pee, 

Agong the outstanding features of tio ilorary es 3 whwis was its coliection 
ef serials, covering not only periciicals, but anmals and resorts, in 1911 
@ list of these was printed which ran to wer 7,000 tities. Sy 1924, over 3,000 
were being received currently in addition to the cxpleted sete already in the 
library. The quantity of material resulting from aystenatic effort and concen= 
tration by specially trained oibliographers was enormous, It was in 1903 that 
the first money was definitely assigned for the pureimce of en, and annual 
reports since then consistently showed inereasing expeniltures, iiegular approprie 
ations were not sufficient to purchase itexs which often were requisite to the 
research of various de arteaents, and speciel appropriations were provided. Yor 
example, in february, 1911, tiie purchase of Oraduate Sets from equipment money 
wes authorized; and by the end of the summer, purchases were completed at an 
expenditure of $30,792.R. fc a consequence of this sort of tuying emi through 
exchange, the library becaue especially strong in its serial holdinga, notably 
in agriculture, politics] economy, eJucation, reilroad adsinistretion, science 
engineering, and general periodicals. 

Mere systematic buying was possible after the year 1924-25 when the library 
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54 
started cooperating with over forty otier large libraries of the United States 
and Canada in compiling s Union List of Serials, wich showed the exact voluses 
of each serial in each litrary, The booketrade conditions brought about by the 
publication of this List made it seen best to reduce greatly the annual approprie 
ation of special assigneents for purchases and increase correspondingly the 
assigmment for “General rene, 

iesources for the study of 4nerican history were developed naturally for the 
vest and for Illinois in particular, The presence on the faculty of outstanding 
Lincoln scholare contributed imueasureably to the sequisition of collections 
supporting their research. Concentration also included interest in early western 
travel and rare eighteenth century itans, such as copies of manuscripts end 
original maps, The iddy collection ef transcripts alone comprised about 1000 
documents and related to illinois political and social histery from 1818 to a 
There was full representation of colonial recerds, publications of state histori- 
cal societies, and transcripts of amy rere docunents from Albany, New York, 
Philadelphia and elsewhere, Large and aystenatie purchases of enkestalin for the 
study of Latin american history and economics resulted in the building up of a 
considerable body of standard legislative sets ani other publications in this 
field. 

Une of the strongest collections in the library was that in the field of 
agricultural caine The University used for many years the books of the 
Agricultural axperinent Station, which wos lecated on the campus. In the spring 
of 18698, the station transferred its library to tie University, and continued its 
subscriptions to periodicals to be added to the Sai with the assistance of 


funds. made available through the various governmental grants to land grant 
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colleges, the holdings in agricultural literatare becane increasingly strong, 
feoturing the publications of the agricultural experiment stations, herd andi 
flock and stud registers of pedigreed stock, the study of soils, aninel nutrie 
tion, landscape gardening and horticulters, and contained larce files and current 
receipte of agricaltural marcazines from ol] over the world. Impetus te the cole 
lection of these materiale was given by the opening in 1923 of the agriculture) 
reading rovoa, and the appointast of a pre fession:] librarian in lovenber, ny 

Suildin= up the holdings of newaps,ars became a special activity. 10 pre 
vide aaterial for the stady of contusporary Dllincle history, the files of over 
two hundred newspapers of the state were secured and Bound, otarting with Imo. 
In June, 192b, current leoues of $54 newspspors wore roceived and cared for, over 
half of thea being puslished in Illinois, The forcicn language press of the 
United States was represented by 170 dally and weekly sineilaiber in 1940, the 
library received repularly 110 newspspers published in twenty-six foreden 
languages, thirty of wich were published in ILlinols and @ighty in other parts 
of the United hianabe Photoetatic copies of files of early jmerican newspapers 
were asde as they becaxe Adatdinden ierheaps ene of the cest interesting parts 
of the newspaper collection was that of publications of cumps of the Civilian 
Genservetion Corps. Special effort was made to collect as many of these as pos 
. sible from came in 21] parts of tie country, and the library holdings were per~ 
haps not equalled eleewhers in total number, 

The library contained extensive holdings in the field of aunicips) docwusente, 
eabracing scunicipel charters, ordi nuances ani reports, woth of Americen cities and 
those in foreign countries, The library started concentrating on the collection 
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56 
in Novanber of ton from then until April, 1931, cicht hundred form cards 
were sent ond in response to this effort 2,235 publications were received, Of 
this number, 2,010 were city reports ond 225 were separate publications on muni-~ 
cipal questions. The total number of sunicipal publications received for the 
year was 2,599, and out of this number 2,225 were received betwoen “ovenber and 
April, the period when the request cards sere being sent. ‘or the year May, 
193l-April, 1932, nine hundred request cords were sont, and a proximately 2,079 
publicetions received. Of this nuaber, 1,183 wore continuations and 296 separate 
publications. . 

& tiw end of the year 1931-32, the collection of the officiel publications 
of sunicipslities in the library numbered about 32,000 reports, charters and 
ordinances issued by over 3,000 Ancrican and 300 foreign muntcipslities, and 
more or less complete files of abut fifty municipal periodicals, Systenctic 
attempts contimed te secure current publications, ocpecially of Dllinois munie 
cipelitics,. | 

Through the activities of a committee of the Aweritan Library Association 
during the yeor 1926-27, errangeserte were wade to film, during the next for 
yeare, the books in Bangi sh in the British Buseus printed before 1550, The 
library subscribed informally for these filus. Uuring the year 193738," the 
library received approximately 100,000 pages on films and had the expectation of 
receiving a sisiler asount in yoars te follow. 4 re-ular feature of the service 
of the library had leng been to arrange for the photographing of sarmmscripts in 
distut libraries, ami during tho 1930's became incressincly important. Host of 
the photographs were purchased for immediate use b° meabers of the faculty, but 
scholars in other universitics were peruitted to borrow thes by interlibrary loan. 
These photographs were on permanent photographic paper, or were mounted on cloth,

Goldwin of the Snglish Department, and the 
Librert on. Through this collaboretion ccald be traced both influences on the 
personnel policy of the library and the developsent of a collection eventually |

When Phinces L. Windsor becane Librerien in sugust of 1909, tie University 
feculty mmbered 420 ond the umiergraduste student body 4600. ‘The brary con 
tained 142,804 voluses and had a permanent staff of thirty-four with sexe tex 
porary assistants. ‘le laid down a threefold policy of sedis 

1. The purchase of books for the use of the umergraduate students, reserves 
for courses, collateral reading and thosas titles gonaraily te be found in any

2. The purchase of saaterials for the study and research of the faculty and 
Eraduate studenta, ir. Windsor’s policy was to support the resenreh of scholars 
who had established a reputation for scholarly research, and alec that of pronla- 
ing young people by getting oll of the aeterisl they needed as far as library 
book funds would peruit, do attanpt was cade to roursi cut collections, but by

continuous and ayupathetic support of research workers in many fields and periods 
he gradually built up many good and noteworthy collections, 

3e To purchase sete of sdiolarly and sciertific Journsls, putlicstions of 
learned ard scientific societies and acadesics aml with the backing and active 
help of Sresident dames, the purchase of private livreries, le had the backing 
of later presidents aleo fer such purposes, but sith tho exception of President 
daaes, tie purchase was initiated by the Licrerian or a faculty senber and then — 
approved by the President.

Go atteapt was cade to tuy "rare" books. The pdicy was laid dumm that no 
beck should be bouzht just because it was a collector's itan, es such purchases 
vers not within the province of a librery supported ty state funde. The contents 
of the book and its need for study and research were the decidin foetore. That 
policy was adhered to, though the interpretation of it broedened t© include com 
pleting a eet of first editions of works of an author wher the library had 511 the 
other firsts of ths titles published by an author, or of a group of books in a 
lisited field such as early rhetoric bocks ant other school books atudied in 
Sh kespeare's ace 

During the course of the years, a good number of early printed and rare books 
were added to the library, including aoe inecunebul» with no thought of having a 
rare book roou,. The aost valuable of these books were kept in a safe, or voult, 
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59 
and sn "i" was prefixed to the call nunber om eatalor cards. ‘ome were sent to 
the general stacks, Sone were ept behind locked doors in depertmentel Libra- 
lee, 

In 1925, Tt. U. Seldwin joined the faculty of the University with a well- 
planned program of research on Shakespeare whieh he anticipated would take 
thirty years to complete. In 1926, Sarris !letcher came with a similar progres 
planned for researeh on ilton. 

frefessor Galdwin, on ‘ovenber os 1929, addressed to F. lL. Windsor an 
inforsal aemerandum which ho headed "Thinking on Peper", the substance of which 
8 so indicative of what far-reaching effects on the Librery a well-planned and 
welleexpressed progrea can have that it bears -uoting here:

The more obvious cutgrowths of the programs of these two senbers of the 
faculty were readily recopnigcesble, Specially trained bibliorraphers in the 
Order Oeparteent were assigned to wrk as suggested by ‘refessor Baldwin in his 
menorandua to tir, Windsor, By 1933, there were two whe did Little besides checi: 
eecerd-hand catalogs, and this activity went on for several yoors, dAaterials 
which could not be purchased were fileed, and for !rofessor Pletcher's research 
alone, filas were mide of everything thet could be found — of poetical 
works published enywhere in the world during Eilten's iretines 

The sateriale gethered through this concentrated buying were first kept in 
the studies of the professors in the sahantys but in the fall of 1937 the 
coliection was brought together in what was called tie Seventeenth Century Econ. 
About 5,700 books, panphlets, and photostats, pertaining principally to editions 
of <dlton's works, were pleced in a saall reading room on the fourth Ooor of tire 
library wiere it was svailable for use by graduste studets and faculty menbers 
who were interested in thet particular perios. Lock of space prevented shelving 
all the sateriel in this room, but plans for enlargesent were sade wie apace 
becae tine,” 

The library never backed asjor research programe until the Graduate School 
approved than, The Librerien and the sean of the Graduate School were in constant 
ecomunicetion, the effcot of their cooperation with major research programe and 
the influence ef echolars thenselves on the library were major determinants in 
expenditure of funds available, policy of book buying, porsonnel ete of

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CHAPTER IV 
SPECIAL COLLSCTIONS 


Special collections compose an impressive part of the total sccumulation of 
books of the librety. These have been acquired by gift of their owers or the 
heirs of estates anil by purchase through goneral or special appropriations, 
These collections were not alrays sainteined intact because of the difficulties 
involved in shelving an! saking thea moat easily available in the fields to which 
they pertained, it became the policy to place the materials where they would be 
most effectively used and te naintein their identity through use of specially 


designed took plates for each separate coliection, This section brings together 
descriptions of the outatanding collections ami libraries acquired between 1697 
and 1940, 


In 1904 the University received as a Aft the library of the late member of 
the faculty, Professar Arthur “illien Palmer. This library of chasistry materi- 
2 
ale consisted of 384 volumes and 544 pamphicts.

DiLienberscer Collection 

The opportunity te purchase a good surking classical collection for the 
library at a reascnable »rice moved tix “oard of Trustecs of the University to 
make available $2,500 for acquisition of the collection of the late Professor 
Silhels Dittenberger in 19076. The Graduate School purchased the entire library 
of 5,600 ites. Tho Z)Jins on November 1, 1907, published a description of the 
purchase: 


Wilhela Dittenberger woe for thirty-txo years professor of 
Classicsl Mhilology cat the University of fMalle and was a large 
contributor to the Corpus inscriutionwa (sic) (tticarum, Since 
his interests were so largely along t*e line of epigraphy his 
library ie rich in epigrephical and paleographical works and is 
especially valuable from tides point of view, At the sase tine it 
covers very completely the wide field of classical philology, con 
taining wrks in the poveral departaents of granuar of the Indo- 

dangueges, comparative literature, history of anciert 
sae, archaeology, philosophy, history of art, ‘iatory of 
litercture, geoogruphy and clrerelogy, The works of both the 
Greek and Lstin poets axl rose-writers are abundantly represented 
by the best of the older complete editions ani the core récent 
special works, The librery contsins also a collection of between 
four and five thousand prograis and dissertations in tle field cf 
classical philology. And, in addition, the library is not one 
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has been allowed to deteriorate because of disuse, but is 
the library of «= an who was continually at work till the tine 
of his death, it was, therefore, constantly increased and con 
tains the most recently published works of interest to the student 
in the field of study for which it was cath red, 


Ueyne Coli cetion 

The University in 1909 purchssed a valuable collection in the entire library 
of tiw late Merits fieyne, professor of Gersen philoleg at the University of 
GSttingen, The cost was 16,000 marke, The Iing of April 4, 1909, reported: 


Professor Neyne was one of the continuators of the fanous 
Gernan dictionery cf the Orimm brothers, and as such he collected 
@ wonderfel library comprising the documents cf all periods ef 
German literature, <]] the erawmatical works and books on German 
ard general philology, and all the dictiomrics of the various 
dialects of the Jerson language since the fifteenth century. 
These latter books are very rare, but the library cortains 
eeveral hurdired of than. Sesides the works on German litersture, 
there are many books on the Anglo-Saxon-leneusge, Professor lisyne 
having been the editor of “Yeowlf." There are also many books cn 
Old Norse, Dutch, md other Germonie dislects, One of the great 
features of the Heyne library is the books on tle history of 
German civilisation, for as tho author of th femous wrk on 
"German Antiquities,” such as ths Gormeun house, ete,, Professor 
Heyne collected many rare books on these subjects, 


The collection conaiste of fron five to six thousand vwolusea, 
and ig on the whole one of tho richest and most many=-sided which 
have been brought t this country from Gereany, and will do auch, 


aa Professor Goebel expresses it, to make the University of Illincis 
one of the centers of Sermmanic studies in America. 


Steal Btrith fund 

In 1912, District Yo. 6 of the Independent Order 8'nai, B'rith presented te 
the University a contritution toward the formation of a 3"nai Brith Library of 
Jewish Literature, to illustrate the activities of the Jewish péoplg in further 
ing the progress of civilization, This gift was repeated annually. Lists of 
purchases from this fund were from tine to tine made public, auch of the satericl

After deducting titles already orned b the 
University, there rasained 4,791 disvertations, srall texte, editions, progreme 
and the like, for the Classical library.

Die itsnel Collection 

The will of Urs, Mary F. sitehai,- of Perm, illinois, in 193] bequesthed 
the aiscellaneous library of hor husband, John . “itche]l, to the University. 
Mr. Sitchell was a native of illincis, having been born at Talestine, Crawford 
Sounty, on say 3, 1835. tle was adnitted to tte bar, served as clerk in the

"the tine of hie decth, on Decenber 26, 1914, he was thought to be the larrest 
landowner in central Illinois. 

The aiscellansous library consisted of 2,467 books, 268 bound wilunes of 
periodicals, 62 volumes of unbound periodicals, sprroximetely 300 pamphlets, 
miscellaneous poriodicsl mumbers ard nowspepers. There were «le twenty nour ed 
and usmcunted photezreshs, nine vhotoengraved plates from which som of these 
photogrephs were aads, and a fine, engrave? portrait of 4r. “itehell, Also 
included in the gift were te larce bvokeases and four sectional bookeases, the 
latter consistine of tm sectional unite, 

The library revesled ur. “itchell's interest in eerily printed coke, rare 
titles, licited editions, «nd finely tound books, ‘very cmers) field of know 
ledge was ropresentei in the collection of aproxinately 7,000 wlunes, © rough 
elassification of the bound wlumes showed the following distribution oieaeila 
to general subjects:

Three incunsbula were found in the wlilection: gemoms sure de sonctio, by 
Leonardus Watthael de Utino, prirted at Yonice in 1475 by Johann, of “oln, ond 
Johann Manthen. Epicrammsta, by Nartial, th the commentary of Dovitius 
Galderinas, printed in 1482 st Venice by Hatdista de Tortis. ‘Schedel's jegister 
dog buchs der croniken, printed by anton Koborger at Suresberg in Decesber 1493 
was of speci«] interest emcng incunsbula because of the numerous wodcuts 
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illustrating thie universal history. This Serman tranalation was rarer than the 
first Latin edition issued by tho same printer in duly, 1493. 

Other old and rare books in the collection included sixty-seven printed 
before 1750, Of these, seven were printed between 1500 and 1660, seventeen 
between 1600 and 1700, od forty-three vetween 1700 ani 1750, 

tmeng the more valuable loter iteus in the collection was an 1656 edition of 
udubon’s Binds of igerics, in seven volunes, beautifully bound in red moroceo. 
There was a twuevoluse edition of charles <ddieon's Jagagcms and Saluyra, which 
was iliustratei ath ten colored plates from originel drewinge oy Thackeray. Tho 
voluses were tounm) in polished calf, the excellent work of the ‘elmscott ‘ress 
ef #illies lorris was represented by two fire exeuples: Jho Story of the Glitter 
Anz Ehain, by Morris, the second book to be printed ot the feluscott Press, and 
the superd reprint in three volumes of The Golden Legend, translated and printed 
in 1483 by M4llies Caxton. Two winws of

eQuse Collection 
A mete in the program of the concert of the University of Illinois Concert 


Band presented on March 1, 1934, reported that when the iste John Philip ccusa 
used te tell his friends orm the public that he believed the University of Dilincis 
tende sade up the wrld's greatest college band, he mperently meant it. ile left 
his personal library to back up the assertion, 

“vt. Sousa left instructions that his iibrary should be given to Professor 
Harding and the University of Dllincis. Mis fanily ani the oxeeutor of the

The librery was collected and owned by ur. Souss after four years experience 
with « manager who purchased ausic for the band.

The library wes housed in a special suite of rooms in the main library build 
ing. The ausic collected and written for the fasous Sousa orgonigation was to 
be kept intcct to serve as inspiration for generations of young ausicians in whom 
OP. Sousa was greatly interested, 

When the Souss Seuorial idbrary was shipped te the campus it was mocessary 
to use forty~two trunke for transpert=tion of all the ausic. It weighed approx 
imately nine tons. 
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SUMARY 


The first library building of the University of ULlincis was cecupied in 
1697. It was 2 monumental, elaborately decorate! Romanesque structure with pro- 
vision for five stack levels, each to accomicdate 90,000 volumes, Only three 
levels were completed ot the tine of occupancy, but growth of the collection was 
rapid enough toe necessitate comletion of the remaining two during the aummer of 
1909. In spite of the ostabdlishsent of departmental Librarics end seminars, an 
extension to the stacks was ccnstructed in the sumer of 1914 with « capacity af — 
100,600 volumes, and another in 1918 to house 164,000 more, An annex to this 
second addition was constructed in the summer and fell of 1925, with which the 
building was completed for use of the library until its transfer to larger 
quarters end the second library bullding. ed 

Zesnahile, workinz space for toth Mbrarisns and patrone becmxe so crowded 
that plans wore formulated for thse erection cf a new building on the muth campus, 
Thie building was to be of Georgian design and ploced so as to allow for addi-~ | 
tions sufficient to care for growth for many decades. Construction of the first 
unit began in 1924, the second in 1926, and the third with on additions] section 
of stacks in 1927. ‘Transfer from the old building ws completed on Decasber il, 
1926, though not until the completion of the third unit and the additional book 
stacks was the building complete woriing unit. Space for 1,000,000 volumes was 
provided, and facilities for offices, sexinars, reading rooms, work rooms and 
library school were ade uate for many years to come, Formel dedication of the 
new building was sade on Uctober 16, 1929, A tuird stack addition was constructed 
with Public Sori sduinistretion funds and oceupied in Janmary, 1940, with a 
capacity of 300,000 v.lunes, cstianted to provide sufficient space for growth for 
eight years. 

Formulation of the poliey and regulations for library operation and use

University, the Senate Coaxittec on the Library, the loerd of Trustees and the 
Legislature. The bisic policy as established by the Roard of Truetecs in Decem 
ber, 1695, remained in effect until 1936 when the University Statutes were 
revised to embody the seme seneral principles.

could be borrowed for hore use only upon presentation of a request from the proe 
fessor to whose departme:t the books related, Punds were oo linited thet neces 
sary aateriels to satiefy barest needs could hardly be provided. 
With the ceoupancy of the first Library building and the enploynornt of o 
professionally trained Librarian and onlarged staff, appropriations increased

culation naturally rapidly incressed. The hours were extended so that by Janu 
ary of 1906, the library was opon continucusly from 7:50 asm, until 10:00 peme 
six days per week, ‘escrves wore placed on open shelves until maintaining thes 
with the staff available becane impossible and they were moved behind the circu- 
lation desk. Access to the stacks had beon pranted freely, wut by 1909 worting 
epace in the stacks had besowe se Limited that the Librarian recomended thot 
stack veraite be limited to foculty mexbera, seniors, juniors and others doing 
advenced work. The need for adiitional epace was partially setisfied in 1909 
when gual] ecliections were first transferred to some depart-ertal rooas in Unie 
versity fisll ard in 1910 with the establishaert there of five more sauinar libra~ 
“pies. In 1911, santnars were opened in Lincoln Hall with the transfer of 66,000 
volunes.s Spreading the collection in this fashion increseed the administrative 
burmien, for proper supervieion was net yet possible with the budget and staff 
provided. 

The Senate Comittee on the Library in 1915 adopted a new set of rules which

In 1908, the Seard of Trustees established two committees to assist in adzine 
istration of ths library, ‘The Coacnittee on ‘pporticnmert of funds for the pur 
chase of books, periodicals and birding consisted of the President, the Librarian 
ark the Deans of Acriculturs, Undimerins, Lew, Literature and Arts, Science and 
the Graduate School, ‘The Comittee on the Mibrery consisted of the Prosident ani 
the Litrarian ond seven representatives of the Interests of the vorious schools 
and colleges, Its duties were to aale recommendations on library adainistration 
and policy and to prepare for the use of the Comittee on ‘ppertionsent, prior to 
ite assignmert of the funds, detciled estiantes of the library needs of the 
various colleges, sewola, and dopartaents, 

These caaiittees f.inetioned in close harsony with the Librarian, who wes 


custostrily electe! secretary of the Senate Comittee on the Library. This ccm 
mittee perforned special investigations to plan -re-crt ard future operation. It 


served sctively ant tirelessly in studying plens ami ooking recermendstions for 
construction of the new Library building. Ite findings in imvesticstions served | 
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as guideposts in the progress of development of the Library. 

The growth of the collection of the library was influenced by ite loextion 
at great dictance fras any other large coliectilon of books, by the extent ami 
type of the curriculum, sise and fluctuation of cppropriations, developsent of 
Sequisition techniques throach cifts and exchanges, the procurasent of eidsiiess, 
end the enlistoent and ut§Lisation of skills and interests cf the teaching 
faculty. . 

The mmiber of fully cataloged volumes and pamphlets in 1905-06 was 96,941. 
By the year 1939-40, the total had grow to 1,542,602. In May) 1940, besides the 
holdings in the book stacks, in the main library taiilding there wore sixteen 
separate collections. There wore twelve other llorarics ani reading recas on the 
cumpus containing « teteal of over 250,000 voluses, Total recorded use of these 
wotorials increased fron 53,977 in 1906-07 to 1,124,409 in 1937-38. | 

The general appropriation in 1897-96 for purchase of additions was ©5000. 
In 1939-40 it wos 0110,700. erortscontel, College and Craduate Sehool and cthor 
furde varying fraa 92,200 te $50,000 supplesented snmuclly the general a proprice 
tion for the purchses of special ccllections or particular types of sateriale,.

Arnold !], Trotier, 
Catalog Librarian, erote on. "Explanation of Statistics for Library Zaterials," 
dated June 16, 1944: 


Statistics as to the size and growth of the Librury have been besed 
on the record of sccessiorg “ent in the “sceession” books. in keeping 
the accession secords, the intention was te enter each volume (1.6,, 
books, panphlets, aisic, saps, aamuscripts) which was to be cataloced 
fully. Unbouni serial publications were not to be accossioned except 
after they were bound, 


In actual practice, however, aany itess th t were fully cataloed 
were never recorded in the accesticn books, ‘Yor oxwuple, sary paaphiets 
resained unaccessioned becsuse the Kind of cetsloging treatment to be 
accorded a pamphlet wos determined often only after it had passed the 
accession desk, Again, paper bound volumes belonging to sonographic 
series were often not accessioned because the accession clerk cculd net 
know whether the monographs would ce elassifled ini@endently or as « 
series, if done as a sories, two or more numbers might be bound together 
and then accessioned as a single volune.

Briefly, then, the sccession statistics used heretcfore as 4 messure 
of the sige and growth of the Library were inaccurate because (1) they did 
mot include all fully cataloged pamphlets, (2) they did not include all 
paper bound books, esrecinlly thoes issued in series, (3) they did not 
include unbound periodical voluses and cther unbound sorials, and (4) they 
ingluded as single voluses continustions bound in multiple wolunes, 


The Catalog Separtcert has been aware of this problem for years and 
at various tives has broughtit informnlly to the attention of the Director 
of the University Library. ‘hen in the fall of 1942 the decision was 
reached to discontinue the accession record ond the use of accession 
numbers in books and om shelf cards, the probles received renewed atten 
tion, Instead of ‘eeping the spocial accession record, the Catalog Jeparte 
ment has kept sirce Novenber 2, 1942, a siaple count of wilunes received 
from the Aequisit ion Separt-ent which ere to be fully cataloged. for her 

» the clerk responsible for “ecping this count was instructed to 
consider the tem yoluce in the material sense, i.e., 211 that is contained 
in one binding, or portfolio, etc., whether it is as originally issedd or 
es bound after lase d, en', in the cave of unbound material, to consider 
as 6 volume each iten wiich in sceordance with out cataloging routine ir 
recorded seperately on shel f cards. In accordance with these instructions, 
unbound perlodicels, serials of perlodical frecuency, and works issued ir 
fascicles, are not counted until they are returned in bound fom from the 
Hinding Departsent. 
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How far off the true mark our accession statiatics have been as a 
of the size of the Library is indicated by the discrepancy between 
accession statistics and the cataloging statistics. At tho em of 
1943=44 cur figure for accessions of tooka, music, maps — 
manuscripts is 1,370,043; but the figure for fully eatalosed tooka, 
and manuscripts is 1,823,661. These figures ave Limited to
